in this list of holdovers there are many names of 
men whose lives have been of the highest usefulness, 
ye’ who are perhaps not generally known. An ex- 
an le is Henry Bergh, who is listed under the head of 
phiianthropists and reformers. He was the founder of 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
senerally known as’ the Humane Society. This was 
one of the greatest works of its kind ever established, 
but its founder's name is often forgotten. 


Frederick Douglass, the famous negro, who is nom- 
inated for the Hall of Fame, is the only one of his 
race to be thus honored. He comes under the classi- 
fication of statesmen and is listed, in the holdover 
class, with Grover Cleveland, Jefferson Davis, Philip 
Francis Thomas and Samuel J. Tilden. This last name, 
that of the Democratic candidate for President in 
i876, is persistently urged by his admirers, who will 
always believe that the honors of that vear should 
have gone to him and not to Rutherford B. Hayes. 


Three business men are listed in the holdover list. 
Of these, one man has left behind him probably as 
characteristically an American institution any 
other—that is Alexander Turney Stewart, the pioneer 
department store founder. He was the predecessor in 
business of the present Wanamaker concern and was 
the first man in America to conceive the idea of hav- 
ing all the departments of retail business conducted 
under one roof. He is said to have secured the idea 
from reflecting upon the heterogeneous contents of 
the ordinary crossroads store in the rural districts of 
the country.

ordered a suit of clothes which cost $60. As he was 
passing out of the shop he saw another pattern which 
took his fancy, and despite the price of $75, he ordered 
a suit from that pattern, too. 

“ ‘Tm making so much money that | have to get rid 
of it in some way, he told us. And on the same day 
a 16-year-old boy came in with his mother and or- 
dered a $55 suit. They were not rich people, but 
seemed to enjoy the idea of having a tailormade suit 
for the boy. 

“There is this much to be said for the people who 
buy expensive suits and overcoats: They get cloth- 
ing which will wear well, which in fact will wear 
so much better than the cheaper clothing now on the 
market, that if they are satisfied to wear the same 
clothes for several years the purchase will turn out 
to be an economical one. But even if a man has 
steady work at $10 or $12 a day, it looks extrava- 
gant for him to get several expensive suits of ciothes 
at the same time.”

N EVERY discussion of the cost of high liv 
ing. whether in public meetings, in Congress 
or learned magazine articles, the assertion in 
variably comes forth that extravagant buying, 
a wild orgy of indulgence in luxuries, is one 
of the causes. But who is it who riotously 

‘ plunges into the luxury market? The reader 
of this article, and ali of his cousins and his sisters 
and his aunts, and all the men folks, and all their 
neighbors and friends, will deny that he or she is 
guilty in the slightest degree. Every one of ‘em is 
pinching and saving and hunting for mere necessi 
ties at bargain prices. Is that not the truth? 

Still, someone must be keeping the makers of fancy 
socks and silk shirts, the diamond cutters, the silver 
smiths and fashionable milliners busy week afte 
week. It was for the purpose of solving this mystery 
that a writer for the Post-Dispatch Magazine ventured 
into unfamiliar marts of commerce to ask questions 

While jewelers agree that their business has pros 
pered as never before in the last few years, some de 
clared they had not seen anything which looked like 


furious spending, but merely the natural purchasing 
of a country enjoving unexampled prosperity. But 
others tell some quaint tales of the “new rich” and 


his gyrations as the money burns in his pockets. 

“Recently a woman of foreign appearance came here 
to buy some flat ware,” said a leading St. Louis jew 
eler. “She chose about the most expensive pattern 
which we had in stock, and purcha&8ed a dozen each of 
knives, forks and spoons. They were a heavy weight 
and cost her about $500. She was about to leave the 
store when she happened to notice a handsome pair 
of sugar tongs. She asked what they were and how 
they were used, and when we informed her on these 
points, she said she would take a dozen of the sugar 
tongs also 

“Another woman not long ago bought a handsome 
coffee set in Sheffield plate. There were the usual 
coffee pot, tea pot, sugar bowl, cream pitcher and 
waste bowl. She asked us if we would not put a slip 
of paper in each piece, bearing a memorandum as to 
what the piece was for. 

“And I must not omit a negro family from one of 
the suburban towns who spent $1400 here in the pi 
chase of a dozen solid silver place plates and a dozen 
silver goblets. That was about as striking an indi 
cation of widely-diffused prosperity as I had noticed 
for a lone time. 

“Diamond prices have advanced from 80 to 150 pe 
cent in the last 12 months, but without dismayine 
diamond purchasers if the least. We have never seen 
the buying of diamonds as general as it igs now. Peo 
ple are buying more and larger diamonds than eve: 
before. Several years ago there was but little de 
mand for three-carat or four-carat diamonds. Now 
we have a good many calls for stones of Het size, and 
even larger ones 

“A rather noticeable development in the last fe» 
months has been the large number of women from 
the poorer district who are buy.ng silverware, usually. 
of course, In a good plate. Silver-plated flatware is 
nearly as high in price now as the solid silver was 
four vears ago. The general line of jewelry has no!

The purchase of automobiles upon credit is pro 
ceeding merrily, to the tune of more than 50 chattel 
Mortgages being recorded on an average day in the 
Recorder of Deeds’ office in the city hall. Some 
ot the mortgages are merely filed, others are recorded 
Actual count of the automobile chattel mortgages fo: 
two weeks in April showed a total of 646 mortgages for 
the 12 business days, which was an average of 2°:

While generally higher prices for merchandise will

Fifth installment of fascinating diary 
tells how the travelers hunted buf 
falo at Fort Larned—Mad plunge 
of herd from cliff into river— Brown 
sugar at 45 cents a pound, corn at 
$6 per bushel—Rowdy soldiers from 
Fort Dodge nearly murder Mexican 
herder -O- -0- -0- -0-

UNDAY, JULY 30.—We got an early start 
this morning, and traveled steadily until 
we came to Fort Larned. Soon after cross- 
ing Ash Creek we came upon several large 


droves of buffalo, and then such an exciting time 
as we had | never saw before. Our eacort, some 
12 in number, took after them, as did nearly every 
other man in the train | ran after them until 
| though my heart would burst from sheer running 
and weariness. Do what | would | could not get near 
the herd, although they were on all sides of me, but 
none nearer than 500 yards Musick and | drove 
ahead in the carriages some three miles and were right 
in the thick of it all 

The soldiers were the ouly ones who had horses, and 
they galloped in among the buffalo, firing all the time, 
yet with all, not more than three or four were killed 
~peveral calves and several bulls. As many as 10 or 15 
shota*were fired at a single one, and, though, severely 
wounded, he would yet run away. A herd ran in be 
tween our carriage and Musick's as they were stand 
ing still in the road. If | had had a horse | am ppai 
tive I could have killed one or more, Our camp is on 
a peninsula made by the Pawnee Fork River, which is 
quite a deep stream, 20 or 40 yards wide, with high, 
precipitous banks. 

We remained at this camp all day. In the afternoon 
four of us concluded to go back and see whether we 
could not find several wounded buffalo that we had 
shot in the morning. “We found one, but be had crossed 
the Arkansas before lying down; there he was, lhow- 
ever, and we could net get him, because we were afraid 
to cross. Meanwhile, four came rushing through the 
camp, and we knocked one over, A moat exciting time 
we had of it. This evening for supper we had buffalo 
meat roasted, broiled and fried, with soup of the 
head and marrow bones, and some veal. We fared de 
liclously, and it seemed almost impossible that | could 
get enough We got a number of letters this evening 
some from home and | four from Lancaster, 


A few words about this camp and the buffalo inva 
sion that occurred while we were in it are in order. 
Pawnee Fork at this place is a atream nearly ss broad 
aa the Conestoga, with precipitous banks 10 to 15 feet 
high. The stream makes a bend or loop, shaped almost 
like a horeshoe, the upper ends coming quite close 
together, and the area within being perhaps 50 acres 
We placed the wagona in a single line across the open 
portion of thia bend and turned the mules inside of It, 
where the graas was excellent and where they were 
perfectly secure and required no herding. The wagons 
were in a line running east and weat, the river bend 
being to the south, while to the northward stretched 
a Vast prairie 


hoon after breakfast someone called attention to a 
herd of buffalo away to the north bearing down in our 
direction at full gallop. We saw them while atill a 
mile or more away and had therefore ample time to 
prepare for them. On they came, and instead of turn. 
ing either to right or left they came straight down on 
our wagons. Not being in corral, but stretched in a 
line, the tongue of one just reaching the rear end of 
the one ahead, they offered no serious obstruction to 
the passage of the buffaloes, On they came in their 
mad career, leaping over the wagon tongues and push 
ing through between the wagons themselves, unde 
ferred by the fusillade opened upon them from the 
lee elde of Waeronea whither all bad retreated to 
vent being run over 

Having entered the horsestoelike bend, they dashed 
unhead until they reahed the lower end, where | 
thought the high banks of the river would make them 
pause; but without @ moment « hesitation they plunged 
over the banks into the mud and water below, the 
foremost ones pressed ty those that followed and 
allowed no choice in the matter had one been cared for. 
When all wae over | went down to the place where 
they made their mad plunge, expecting to see them piled 
yvarde high on each other, dead and dying in one con 
fueed mass. Not @ ingle wnimaul sae there All had 
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Without a moment's hesitation they plunged 
over the banks into the mud and water below.

sistless career, 

Monday, July jl. We are still in our old camp and 
will remain here until morning, when we take final 
leave. Some 650 wagons have already reported, and 
it is thought 160 more will be up by morning. We are 
(o have an escort of three companies and are to go by 
the mountains and not by the Cimarron, as we wish 
D. is very anxious to go on by the mail and will en- 
deavor to effect some arrangement whereby he will be 
enubled to do so 

Tuesday, Aug. ! We made an early move this 
morning in order to get over Pawnee Fork in time to 
join the large train that starta this morning We 
were delayed a long time in getting over the stream, 


as the crossing Was uncommonly muddy and bad 
Teams were doubled, but one wagon alter another 
stuck. The ox trains had whole lines of oxen to 


thelr wagons and more drivers than yokes of 
each with their immense whips. Such crach\ing, sweat 
ing, hallootng and uproar was bever heard before As 
100n a8 We were over Wwe drove in to the fort, some 
iwo or three miles off, where | put the finishing 
touches to the last of five letters and deposited them 
with the Postmaster, We came a few miles this side 
of the fort, where we are now encamped for breakfast 
| got a few pounds of sugar 
cost me 45 cents a pound. We also bought some few 
bushels of corn, .or which we had to pay $6 a bushel 
Everything else is in proportion, and | think if the 
sutler here does not make a fortune soon no man ever 
can

We moved camp about two miles and 
eapect to catch up early in the morning 

Wednesday, Aug. 2. ‘The program was changed last 
night In consequence of the bad roads, it is con 
sidered impossible to come up with the traim that 
went out with the escort, 80 we have concluded to xo 
by what is known as the “Dry Route,” from the gen- 
eral searcity of water on it, and we thus hove to over 
lake the conducta at the crossing of the Arkansas 
We have no apprehensions that water will be scarce, 
in consequence Of the great rains that have prevailed 
of late. At any rate, at Rock Hollow, where we have 
fhade our camp this morning at 9:30 for breakfast, we 
find plenty It rained nearly all night and nearly 
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ull (his morning, and is raining now. The road, how 
ever, Is not as heavy as | thought we would find It. 

About 1:30 o'clock we started out and made a good 
drive until about 5:30. From the highest part of the 
road we could see the conducta traveling away to our 
left, along the Arkansas, some eight or 10 miles off 
Ai noon today | lost my large knife thatd ate with and 
had occasion to use every 10 minutes, | hunted all 
over camp and away from camp, too, but unavailingly 
\fter we had started on our afternoon drive, | thought 
| remembered where | had left it, and as there were 
no animals near me that were saddled except Jobn 
(the burro), | mounted him and went back to our old 
camp, but | could not find it. Where our camp hae 
been quite a number of coyotesthe little prairie 
wolves were hunting up the fragments that had been 
thrown away. I could hardly get the burro out of a 
ealk, and as | was apprehensive tndians might show 
themselves, | was very glad when | again saw the 
train. It rhined a good part of the afternoon. 

Here a word about the animal dubbed John, Jofm 
was a jackass, owned by the elder Musick and taken to 
Mexico for breeding purposes. Hut of all stubborn 
created things, John took the cake, exceeding even his 
master in this particular. John was usually tied be 
hind a wagon. Sometimes he made up his mind to 
#0, and at other times not to go. Words, kind and 
otherwise, stones, clubs and whips failed to move him 
on such: occasions. When in the latter state he would 
plant his front feet firmly in the earth and prop him 
self; he held back and made the team drag him. Coing 
down bill he would squat on his baunches and slide 
to the bottom, acting as a drag or lock; this was the 
only good | can speak of him. Going up hill he would 
act in the same way, adding several hundred pounds of 
dead weight to the load. He cost more than bis value 
in the ropes he broke holding back. His legs were 
skinned from his hoofs to his hips, but all this con 
veyed no lesson of wisdom to John. He was as ob 
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stinately inclined on the last day as on the first. The 
lessons of experience were lost on him, 
Thursday, Aug. 3.-—It commenced raining in good 


earnest just before dark and continued the greater part 
of the night. This morning, too, the water kept com 
ing down. Many of the oxen strayed off and could not 
be found. The Mexicans were out all the morning hunt 
ing them, and about noon they were all found. About 
1:30 we rolled out, but in consequence of the bad 

ads made headway very slowly. The grass being 
better near the Mexican camp than at our own, | pick. 
eted the horses there, and the result was that the lariat 
and iron picket pin by which One of them was staked 
were stolen by some Mexican and the horse was turned 
loose, 

| walked in advance of the wagons nearly all aft 
ernoon, but did not find a single new plant. The road 
passed throygh an immense prairie dog town and |! 
thought the number of owls about Was unusually large. 
| suw, too, for the first time today, the common resi- 
dent in Mexico-the raven. _| hailed him as an old 
lriend, Yesterday we saw a large herd of buffalo and 
some smaller ones, while today we were hardly ever 
out of sight of them They kept crossing the road 
in front of us nearly all the time, but at a considerable 
distance off ! 

Towards evening several of the Mexicans took after 
the herd and | alao ran until the persptration rolled 
off of me as though | had been in a furnace seven 
times heated, Dut all was of no avail. They took an- 
other direction and I didn't even get a shot. The 
Mexicans on horseback shot two. One of them was 
killed instantly at the first fire; the other was so bad.- 
ly wounded that he could no longer run... Vive men 
surrounded him and with their pistols fired, | suppose, 
no less than 50 shots at him before he fell, so tena- 
cious of life are they. Once he charged on one of the 
horses, and came very near catching him on his horns 
The consequence of all this was fresh buffalo steak for 
supper, but | Was too tired to appreciate it 

riday, Aug. 4.--It rained slowly the better pari of 
last night, but this morning'‘at 6 o'clock we rolled out 
on a very heavy road. Our camp of yesterday evening, 
| should have mentioned, was Coon Creek, We got 
into camp about 9:30 o'clock, It is somewhat singu- 
lar that there are so few flowering and other plants 
ubout here, ‘The few that are here [ already have 
From Council Grove nearly all the way to the Big 
Hend of the Arkansas | noticed the same thing; one 
flora, without an exception or change, prevailed over 
the entire distance, One of the Mexican wagons hav 
ing broken an axle, we did not get away from this 
camp today. It has, however, cleared off and this is 
some compensation fer our delay, 

Saturday, Aug. 5.-We got an early start this morn 
ing, but did not make a very long drive. Made camp 
on the far side of the Arroyo Blanco, which was ex 
ceedingly muddy and ugly to cross, in consequence of

EFORE the close of the 
present year, 20 great 
Americans will have had 
their names added to the 
Hall of Fame.

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In this memorial. 


founded in 1900 and lo- 
cated on the summit of what is 
known as University Heights, in New 
York City, the names of 50 men and six Women are 
already inscribed. 

The Hall of Fame, of unique conception and of the 
highest patriotic appeal, was established to give dis- 
interested honor to great citizens. The present sum- 
mer will be marked by the fifth election, one of which 
is held every five years, and an opportunity afforded 
to every American to carefully consider the national 
history and pay tribute, by a nomination at. least, 
to some person to whom honor is due. 

Rules for selecting names for the Hall of Fame are 
‘simple. By a system of nominations, the general 
public takes part and sends in names of those deemed 
worthy of the tribute. Cholces are then ratified by 
an electoral board chosen from among those who are 
admittedly leaders in American thought. Nominations 
close on May 1 of election year and the names, which 
must be those of persons dead at least 10 years, are 
left in the hands of the judges until the close of the 
following September. Selections are announced in 
October. 

Electors are chosen by the Senate of the New York 
University, composed of the dean and president ot: 
each of the university schools and of presidents or 
other representatives of the great theological schools 
in New York. Practically ever denomination has a 
theological school in that city or its immediate neigh- 
borhood. 

Two qualifications are necessary for the electors. 
They must be interested in the history of America and 
they must be apportioned throughout the country. 
There cannot be less than 100 in the electoral board, 
but there may be more than that number, thus insur- 
ing representation of the entire nation. This is done 
to avoid the possibility of choices which might be 
regarded as sectional. The names of Ulysses S. Grant 
and Robert E. Lee occupy positions of equal honor in 
the Hall of Fame.

grouped into 15 classes. Commencing with authors 
and continuing through educators, preachers, philan 
thropists, inventors, soldiers and statesmen, the list 
includes every calling or profession through which 
there is an opportunity to do good to the nation or its 
citizens. Although it has not yet been possible ta 
record the names of many fully entitled to the honor, 
the panels of the memorial will not be filled until the 
year 2000, and by that time there will be a chance for 
many. The capacity of the hall is 150 names. 

So many meritorious nominations have been made, 
that would have been indorsed by the electors had they 
not been limited as to numbers, that they have ar- 
ranged a “holdover” list of those previously sent in 
and these names can again be voted upon the coming 
summer. In this list are 111 men and 23 women. 

So many of this number are exceptionally qualified 
to fill requirements that the initials “‘M. J. F.,” stand- 
ing for “Most Justly Favored,” have been placed after 
certain nominations to express the opinion of pre- 
vious electoral boards. Such names as those of Pat- 
rick Henry, statesman; Nathaniel Greene, soldier, and 
Thomas Melntyre Cooley, legal light, appear ‘in this 
category. 

When the names are selected, a panel of stone 7 


feet long by about 1 1-4 feet in height is assigned in the » 


colonnade of the Hall of Fame. A tablet of bronze, 
completely filling the panel, is inscribed with the 
name in large letters forming an entire line. A sec- 


ond line is devoted to the year of birth and death and 


three lines are filled with some quotation from the 
writings or sayings of the person commemorated. 
This selection is carefully made, in the effort to pre- 
sent some important phase of character. Vacant spaces 
on panels are engraved with laurel or palm. 

The Hall of Fame itself is a broad terrace supported 
on a zranite foundation and crowned by a colonnade 


brary at University Heights. The 
foundation of the Hall of Fame is 
used as a museum containing me- 
mentoes of the citizens whose names 
are inscribed in the colonnade. 
Pe ee This spot where the hall is located 
See -ms | is of historic interest. It was occu-

attack upon Fort Washington in 
revolutionary days. The old name of

-<e?*| students into Battery Hill. Looking 
westward, there is a varied landscape 
—the Harlem and Hudson rivers, the 
hills to the southward, where Fort 
Washington was placed, now known 
in part as Fort George, and, across 
the Hudson, a view of the palissades. 
Spuyten Devil lies to the northward 
and eastward the hills of Long Island 
can be seen beyond Long Island 
Sound. 

There are eight connected inscrip- 
tions upon the eight pediments of 
the Hall of Fame, and, in order to 
read these, it is necessary to go 
around the gpxterior of the entire 
structure, a distance of a quarter ofa 
mile. These eight inscriptions read, in 
the following division, which, com- 
bined, state the purpose of the hall: 

The Hall of Fame 
For Great Americans. 
By wealth of thought 
Or else by mighty deed 
They served mankind 
In Noble Character 

In World-wide Good 
They live forever. 

When the Hall of Fame was first founded, no men- 
tion was made of women who had attained distinction 
in American history. An amendment was later adopt- 
ed, however, which provided for a separate Hall of 
Fame for women, 10 of whom were to be elected in 
1900 and two at every election thereafter. At present, 
however, only six have been elected. They are Har- 
riet Beecher Stowe, authoress, of “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” 
fame; Mary Lyon and Emma Willard, edycators and 
missionaries; Frances E. Willard, the social worker: 
Maria Mitchell, the scientist, and Charlotte S. Cush- 
man. Some women drew large numbers of votes, but 
failed of election. Among these were Louise May 
Alcott, who wrote “Little Men" and “Littl Women:” 
Martha Washington and Pocahontas Rolfe. 

The list of authors is the largest of any single pro- 
fession in the Hall of Fame. Thirteen have already 
beer selected for the honor. They are Ralph Waldo 
Emerson, Henry Wadsworth Longfellow, Washington 
Irving, Nathaniel Hawthorne, James Russell Lowell, 
John Greenleaf Whittier, George Bancroft, William 
Cullen Bryant, James Fennimore Cooper, Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes, John Lothrop Motley, Edgar Allan Poe 
and Francis Parkman. 

It is interesting to note that the list of names of 
authors who have been held over by previous electoral 
boards is the largest of any profession in the number. 
Mark Twain, under his gwn name of Samuel L. Clem- 
ens. has already been nominated. So have Thome;

S THE white race, master of nine- 
tenths of the habitable surface of the 
globe, now facing the possibility of 
ultimate annihilation? Yes! is the 
serious reply made to this sensational 
question by no less an authority than 
Dr. Lothrop Stoddard—unless the 
white race takes drastic measures to oppose 
the rising tide of color against white world 
supremacy. 

“The world-wide struggle between the pri- 
mary races of mankind—the ‘conflict of col- 
or,’ as it has been happily termed-—-bids fair 
to be the fundamental problem of the twen- 
tieth century,” says Dr. Stoddard. 

“To me,” he continues, ‘the great war was 
from the first the white civil war. * * * 
The frightful weakening of the white world during the 
war opened up revolutionary, even cataclysmic, possi- 
bilities. © * * The most disquieting feature of the 
present situation, however, is not the war, but the 
peace. The white world’s inability to frame a construc- 
tive settlement, the perpetuation of intestine hatreds 
and the menace of\ fresh white civil wars, complicated 
by the specter of social revolution, evoke the dread 
thought that the late war may be merely the first 
stage in a cycle of ruin.” : 

These arresting views are, elaborated by Dr. Stod- 
dard in a new book, entitled “The Rising Tide of Col- 
or” (Seribner’s), which has a corroborative iutroduc- 
tion by the famous biologist, Madison Grant, chairman 
of the New York Zoological Society. The present 
article is a summary of the evidence and conclusions 
presented by these two scholars. 

Before the war, of the 53,000,000 square miles which 
(excluding the polar regions) constitute the land area 
of the earth, only 6,000,000 square miles had nonwhite 
governments, and nearly two-thirds of this remainder 
was represented by China and its dependencies. One 
of the war's results has been a further whittling down 
of the areas standing outside white political control. 
Turkey is today practically an Anglo-French condo- 
minion, Persia is virfually a protectorate of the Brit- 
ish empire. 

But West-Central Asia, at the dawn of history a 
white man's country, is today racially a brown man’s 
land, in which white blood survives only as traces of 
vanishing significance. If this portion of Asia, the 
former seat of mighty white empires, and possibly the 
very homeland of the white race itself, should have 
so entirely changed its ethnic character, what assur- 
ance can the most impressive political panorama give 
us that the present world order may not swiftly and 
utterly pass away” 

When we turn from the political to the racial map 
of the globe, what a transformation! We see a world 
of which only four-tenths at the most can be con- 
sidered predominantly white in blood, the rest of the 


world being inhabited mainly by the other primary, 


races of mankind—yellows, browns, biacks and reds. 
Speaking by continents, Europe, North America te 
the Rio Grande, the southern portion of South America, 
the Siberian part of Asia and Australasia conatitute 
the real white wor'd. The bulk of Asia, virtually the 
whole of Africa and most of Central and South America 
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Yes, replies noted scholar, unless Aryan peoples cease 
racial civil wars and combine against rising tide of 
yellow, brown, black and red men—The “conflict 
of color” the fundamental problem of twentieth 
century—Whites outnumbered more than two to 
one—Japan’s ambitions as standard-bearer of col- 
ored cause — Great Mohammedan Revival the 
dynamic of revolt in the brown world — Drastic 
measures prescribed -o- -0- -0- 


form the world of color. The respective areas are 22,- 
000,000 square miles for the whites and 31,000,000 square 
miles for the colored races. Fully one-third of the 
white area, notably in Australasia and Siberia, is very 
thinly inhabited. 

In population the colored races outnumber the whites 
by more than two to one. Of the 1,700,000,000 human 
beings alive today, 550,000,000 are white and 1,150,- 
000,000 are colored. Of capital importance is the fact 
that the great bulk of the white race is concentrated 
in the European continent. In 1914 the population of 
curope was approximately 450,000,000. The war caused 
an absolute decrease of many millions. Nevertheless, 
some four-fifths of the entire white race is concentrat- 
ed in less than one-fifth of the white world’s territo- 
rial area, while the remaining one-fifth of the race 
(some 110,000,000 souls), scattered to the ends of the 
earth, must protect four-fifths of the white territorial 
area against the pressure of colored races 11 times its 
numerical strength. 

The yellows are the most numerous of the colored 
races, numbering some 500,000,000. Their habitat is 
Eastern Asia. Nearly as numerous and much more 
widespread are the browns, numbering some 450,000,000 
The browns spread in a broad belt from the Pacific 
Ocean westward across Southern Asia and Northern 
Africa to the Atlantic Ocean. The blacks total about 
150,000,000. Their center is Africa south of the Sahara 
Desert; there are also strong black outposts in the 
Americas. Least numerous of the colored race stocks 
are the reds-—-the Indians of the Western Hemisphere. 
Mustering a total of less than 40,000,000, the reds are 
almost all located south of the Rio Grande in “Latin 
America.” | 

The colored races are increasing very much faster 
than the white. It would appear that whites tend to 
double in 80 years, yellows and browns in 60 years and 
blacks in 40 years. Section after section of the white 
race is revealing that lower birthrate which in France 
has reached the extreme of a stationary population. 
Such checks as limit the increase of colored populations 
are wholly external, like famine, disease and tribal 
warfare. By a curious irony the white man has long 
been busy in removing these checks to colored multi- 
plication. He puts down tribal war, he wages trice- 
less combat against epidemic disease, and so improves 
communications that augmented and better distributed 
food supplies minimize the blight of famine. 
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These things can mean only one result " 
tremendous and steadily augmenting out- 
ward thrust of surplus colored men from 
overcrowded colored homelands. These 
homelands are already populated up to the 
available limits of subsistence. The colored 
world, long restive under white political 
domination, is being welded by the most fun- 
damental! of instincts, the inftinct of self- 
preservation, into a common solidarity of 
feeling against the dominant white man. Be- 
fore the supreme fact of white political 
world-domination, antipathies within the 
colored world must inevitably recede inte 
the background. 

The Russo-Japanese War in 1%)4 was an 
event the momentous character of which is 
even now not fully appreciated. It dramatized and 
clarified ideas which had been germinating bhalf-con- 
sciously in millions of colored minds, and both Asia 
and Africa thrilled with joy and hope. Above all, the 
legend of white invincibility lay a fallen idol, in the 
dust. 

Then came the great war. ‘Che colored world sud- 
denly saw the white peoples locked im an internecine 
death grapple. 
cance of it all, they looked into each other's eyes and 
there saw the light of undreamed-of hopes. The 
white world was tearing itself to pieces. Fear of white 
power and respect for white civilization dropped away 
like garments outworn. Through the bazars of Asia 
ran the sibilant whisper: “The East will see the West 
to bed!" The chorus of mingled exultation, hate and 
scorn sounded from every portion of the colored world 
—from Chinese scholars, Japanese professors, Hindu 
pundits, Turkish journalists and Afro-Athéerican edi- 
tors. 

Armageddon engendered Versailles: earth's worst 
war closed with an unconstructive peace which left old 
sores unhealed and even dealt fresh wounds.. The 
white world lies today debilitated and uncured; the 
colored world views conditions which are a standing 
incitement to rash dreams and violent action. 

The United States, with the famous Peary expedi- 
tion of 1853, was guilty of the incredible folly of “open- 
ing’ the Far East, and thus for the first time bringing 
the isolated Yellow World into forcible contact with 
white civilization. The result has been the porten- 
tious rise of Japan. She is now the leader of a wide- 
spread “Asia for the Asiatics’’ propaganda. The out- 
break of the war gave her a golden opportunity to 
eliminate one of the white Powers from the Far Kast 
—Germany. Germany's collapse was a blow to Jap- 
anese hopes. Despite official felicitations, the nation 
could scarcely conceal its chagrin. The transforma- 
tion of virtually unarmed America into a firat-class 
fighting Power hued been intensely distasteful to Japan. 

But the skill. of her diplomats at Versailles en- 
abled Japan to harvest most of ber war gains. Her 
territorial acquisitions were definitely written inte 
the peace treaty, and her preponderance in Chinese 
affairs was tacitly acknowledged. Japan also took 
advantage of the occasion to pose as the champion of 
the colored races by urging the formal promulgation

HOULD you chance, in crossing a certain 
mountain pass in Southern Catalonia, to find 
yourself poised above a little valley against 
the opposite of which lies a monastery, look 
to the heights above it. Should you piece 
out from among the rocks the jagged ruins 
of a castle, ask its name. Your guide will 
perhaps inform you that those blackened stones are 
called “The Teeth of the Moor,’ and if he knows the 
story he will doubtless tell it to you, crossing himself 
many times during the recital. In all probability, 
however, be will merely shrug his shoulders and say 
it is a place of bad repute, nothing more. 

" Even the monks of the monastery, who are consid- 
ered well versed in local history. have forgotten 
the reason for the name, although they recall the 
legend that once upon a time the castle harbored a 
haughty Moslem lord. Few of them ever heard the 
story of Joseph the Anchorite, and how he sought 
flesh within its portals; those who have will not re- 
peat it. Time was, however, when the tale was fresh. 
and it runs this wise: 

Away back in the reign of Abderamus the Just, First 
Caliph of the West, Hafiz, a certain warlike Moor, 
amazed at the fertility of this region, established on 
the edge of the platean a stronghold of surprising se- 
curity. His house he perched upon the crest of the 
cliff overlooking the valley below. It was backed by 


_#erdant, sun-kissed slopes which quickly yielded 


tribute in such quantity aa to render him rich and 
powerful. Hafiz lived and fought and died beneath 
the Crescent banner, leaving in his place a son, who 
likewise waged war to the northward on behalf of 
the Prophet and all true believers, at the same time 
farming his rich Catalonian acres. 

Generations came and went, and, although the de 
ecendants of Hafiz waxed strong, so also did the powe: 
of the bated Christians. Living as they did upon 
the very fringe of the Mussulman empire, the Moors 
beheld with consternation the slow encroachment of 
the unbelievers—-tore noticeable bere than farther to 
the southward. At intervals these enemies were driven 
back, but invariably they reappeared, until at length. 


upon the plain bepeath the castle, monks came and .

“Five generations of my people have dwelt upon our 
lands, serving the true God and His Prophet,” he 
declared, with quivering iadignation, “but now those 
idolators have come. They gibe and they mock at me 
beneath my very window. My prayers are broken by 
their yammerings: they defile my casement, and the 
stench of their presence assails my nostrils.’ 

“What do you ask of me?’ inquired the Caliph. 

“! ask for leave to cleanse my doorstep.” 

The illustrious Moslem shook his head. whereat Ab- 
dul Malek cried: 

“Does not the Koran direct us to destroy the unbe- 
lieving and the impious? Musi |. then, suffer these 
infidels to befoul my garden?’ 

“(jod is merciful; it is His will that tor a time the 
unbelievers shall appear to flourish, said the Calipb 
“We are bound by solemn compact with the Kings of 
Leon and Castile to observe an armistice. ‘That armis- 
tice we shall observe, for our land is weary of wars, 

our men are tired and their scars 


and could do no more than revile 
them for dogs, the while he awalt 
ed the will of Allah. It Was scant 
comfort for a man of his violent 
temper. 

But the truce threatened never to 
be broken Years passed and atill 
peace continued to reign. Mean- 
while. the Moor fed upon his 
Wrones, and, from incessant brood 
ina over them, became possessed o! 
a fury more fanatical, more poison 
ous even than had been engendered 
by his many battles. 

Finally, when the wrong had }bi' 
too deep for him to endure, he 
summoned all his followers, and se- 
lecting from their number 100 of 
the finest horsemen. he bade them 
make ready for a journey to Cor- 
dove: then tn their presence he 
kissed the blue blade of his sim. 
iter and vowed that the shackle« 
which hed hampered him and them 
would be struck off. 

For many days there ensued the 
bustie and the confusion of a great 
preparation in the house of the 
Moor. wen cawe and weut, 
women sewed aud cleaned and 
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must heal. It is not for you or for 
me to say: ‘This is good,’ or ‘this 
is evil. Allah's will be done!” 


Abul Malek and his sons returned 
alone to their mountains, but when 
they reined in at the door of their 
castle the father spat venomously 
at the belfried roof of the monas- 
tery beneath and vowed that he 
would yet work his will upon it. 

Now that the law forbade him to 
make way with his enemies by 
force; he canvassed his -brain for 
other means of effecting their 
downfall; but every day the monks 
went on with their peaceful tasks, 
unmindful of his hatred. and their 
impious relizion spread about the 
countryside. Abul Malek’s ‘venom 
passed them b.; ther gazed upon 
him with gentle eyes, in whieh 
there was no spleen, although in 
him they recognized a bitter foe. 


As time wore on his hatred of 
their religion became centered upon 
the monks themselves, and he un- 
dertook by crafty means to annoy 
them.

poor: tales came to the Moor of their spiritual ex- 
istence, of their fleshly renunciation; but at these he 
scoffed. He refused to credit them. 

“Pah!” he would cry, tugging at his midnight beard 
“how can these men be aught but liars, when they live 
and preach a falsehood? ‘Their creed is imp ‘ous and 
they are hypocrites. They are not superior beings: 
they are flesh, like you and me. They bave our pas 
sions and our faults, but a thousand times multiplied, 
for they walk in darkness and dwell in hypocrisy. 
Beneath their cassocks is black infamy: their hearts 
are full of evil—-aye, of lust and of every unclean 
thing. Being false to the true God, they are false 
to themselves and to the religion they profess: and |! 
will prove it.” This ran his reasoning. 

In order to make good his boast Abdul Malek began 
to study the monks carefully, one after another. He 
tried temptation. A certain gross-bellied fellow he 
plied with wine. He flattered and fawned upon the 
simple friar; he led him into his cellars, striving to 
poison the good man’s body as well as his mind; but 
the visitor partook in moderation and preached the 
gospel of Christ so earnestly that the Saracen fled 
from his presence, bathing himself in clean water to 
be rid of the pollution. 

Next he laid a trap for the Abbot himsel!l. He se 
lected the fairest of his slaves, a well-rounded wom 
an of great physical charm, and bribed her with a 
girdle of sequins. She sought out the Abbot and pro 
fessed a hunger for his crged. Bound thus by secréc) 
to the pious man, she lured him by every means at hei 
command. But the Abbot had room for no passion 
save the love of Christ, and her wiles were powerless 
ag@inst this armor. 

Abul Malek was patient; he renewed his vow to hold 
the false religion up to ridicule and laughter, thinking. 
by encompassing the downfall of a single advocate. 
thus to prove his contention. and checkmate its ever- 
widening influence. He became obsessed by this idea: 
he schemed and he contrived; he used to the utmost 
the powers of his Oriental mind. From his vantage 
point above the cloister he heard the monks droning 
at their Latin: his somber glances followed them us: 
their daily tasks. Like a spider he spun his web, and 
when om victim broke throtgh it he craftily repaired 
its fabric, luring another into its meshes. 

At times he shared his vigil with his daughter 7Zu- 
hara, a girl of 12, fast growing into womanhood: and 
since she had inherited his wit and temperament, he 
taught her to share his hatred of the black-robed 
men. 3 

This Moorish maiden possessed the beauty of her 
mother, who died in childbirth; and in honor of that 
celebrated tavorite of Aberamusa Ill she had been chris- 
tened “Flower of the World.” Nor was the title too 
immoderate, as all men who saw her vowed. Already

- The New Shrine 
of Patriotism in St. Louis 


UCH reverence as former ages and other lands showed 
to the tombs of the mediaeval crusaders, is being lav- 
ished here in St. Louis upon a collection of photographs 
in the Jefferson Memorial. They are pictures of the 


men from the city and county of St. Louis who lost 
their lives in the Great War. 

In such numbers have people flocked to see these pictures, and 
so lovingly have they studied the faces of the St. Louisans who 
are “dead upon the field of honor,” that it may be truly said that 
we have a new shrine of patriotism in St. Louis, The shrines 
of — times were associated with wonderful deeds, or with 
relics of martyrs or affectionate remembrance of heroic dead. 
Some of all these things perhaps enters into the intense interest 
which the public is taking in the pictures of its war heroes. 


“Nothing in the building attracts as much attention as the pic- 
tures of the boys who are gone,” said Mrs. N. H. Beauregard, ar- 
chivist and custodian of the Missouri Historical Society. “The 
most interestgd ones, of course, are the relatives and their friends, 
and we have witnessed some pathetic scenes here. 

“Naturally, people who were able to furnish us with photographs 
of the dead have other copies of the same pictures at home and do 
not feally need to come here for the sake of the picture. I explain 
it by the fact that they haven't any cemetery to go to, and this col 
lection of pictures, with the record attached to each, is a memorial 
from which they derive much pride and satisfaction. Some of them 
weep, but as a rulé they are wonderfully brave.” 

A touching request which is frequently made, according to those 
in charge of the photographs, is for a slight re-arrangement of the 
pictures so that the dead man's likeness may rest near that of his 
commanding officer or, more frequently, beside the picture of his 
“buddy.” 

All the relics of the Great War have been assembled in the east 
wing of the stately Jefferson Memorial. Special efforts have been 
put forth by the Missouri Historical Society to get pictures of all 
the dead from St. Louis and county. It is believed that the collec 
tion now includes likenésses of one-fourth of those who made the 
great sacrifice, and it is hoped to get many more. Many pictures 
have been received of service men who survived, and later on the 
Society will start to build up this part of the collection. 

Pictures of the dead, each with the little gold star affixed, are 
jealously kept apart from those of living men, and rest in special 
cases which allow the record of service to be shown with the pic- 
ture. The record thus displayed, and which hag been of absorbing 
interest to the throngs of visitors, includes date of enlistment, place 


ww Of training, date of sailing overseas, particulars as to being wounded 


or gassed and details as to death and name of the next of kin. 

And from the walls St. Louisans of older generations, in broad 
gilt frames, look down upon the later St. Louisans who went forth 
to war, and their fiesh-and-blood relatives and friende who throne 
‘the Jefferson Memorial to do them honor.
